when? 

Dr. McComb went so far as 
to say, in effect, that while the 
need for such a school is ac¬ 
knowledged and that Hastings 
Ranch appears to be the logical 
location, no commitments nor 
plans can be made until after 
the Dec. 18 vote on the La Ca- 
nada-Temple City withdrawal. 
The outcome of the election, he 
pointed out can present a va¬ 
riety of situations. 

Financial Aspect

press the opinion, it is reported, 
that the Pasadena district 
would be better oft financially 
without those two areas inas¬ 
much, he said, as their assessed 
property valuations have not 
kept pace with their school 
costs.

The same 
children would be separated 
socially and in school Interests 
from their neighbors and play¬ 
mates due to the “unnatural 
boundaries.” The proposed 
change, according to a member 
of the school board, would pro¬ 
vide a more logical and natural 
division.

191 N. Baldwin, who in turn 
enlisted the aid of a Mr. and 
Mrs. Hitchcock and also an¬ 
other man, now dead, in un¬ 
dertaking a search of Mr. Jack¬ 
son’s house for him. 

After devoting the better part 
of a morning to their task the 
party had turned up only a 
couple of bank books for small 
savings accounts. Mr. Jackson 
was fairly certain this couldn’t 
be the whole of it.

Lee Shippey Asks 

I think few of us fully realize 
how much Sierra Madre owes 
its Fire Department. Most of us 
know that our insurance rates 
are lower than those in some 
communities having paid fire 
departments, but few of us real¬ 
ize it actually costs a patriotic 
citizen money to belong to our 
department 

He must pay for his hand¬ 
some uniform. He must drill 
one night every two weeks, to 
keep up with latest techniques 
and to keep in practice. He 
must study material which 
comes from the national organ¬ 
ization of firefighters with 
which our group is associated, 
sometimes he must attend con¬ 
ventions of county, state or 
even national associations of 
firefighters, and if his wife has 
to be away when he has to 
practice he may have to hire 
a baby-sitter. For all that an 
active member gets $7.50 a 
month—IF he has not missed 
a practice nor a fire. If he has 
missed he is fined $1 per miss. 
Also, his Insurance—it’s dan¬ 
gerous work, you know—and 
some dues are deducted, so 
that the actual pay of a man 
who has a perfect record is 
$2.60 a month. 

In early days, the volunteer 
fire departments of Virginia 
City and even San Francisco 
were leading social organiza¬ 
tions, honored as the most es¬ 
sential protectors of the highly- 
inflammable towns of Gold 
Rush days. Their esprit de 
corps was like that of the Ma¬ 
rine Corps—a man would risk 
almost anything to defend it. 
That tradition holds here. It 
is such an honor to belong to 
our Fire Department that there 
is a waiting list. There are only 
20 active members but there 
are also a dozen auxiliary 
members, waiting their turn to 
get on the active list. It has 
been that way ever since the 
Department organized, after a 
di.sastrous fire, in 1919. 

Once a year our firemen ask 
us to buy tickets to their Christ¬ 
mas dance. Not a cent of the 
money raised that way goes to 
any of their personal uses. 
Those funds provide the annual 
Christmas tree which makes it 
certain that every child in our 
town shall be remembered by 
Santa Claus. They also pro¬ 
vide big baskets of food and 
gifts for any family which may 
be in distress, not only at 
Christmas but any time. And 
it pays for the big Easter party 
in the park for all the children 
in town. 

You can’t just “join” our Fire 
Department. You have to be 
elected. And then you have to 
take a solemn oath. There’s a 
lot more to tell, but I’ve run 
out of space. Just remember 
these things when the men in 
uniform come to your door to 
sell tickets for their Christmas 
party.

Faulty drainage often 
can be improved by placing 
layers of ashes, rock or manure 
below the shrub roots.
